A Man With a Passion For Marrying— 
His Late Arrest.

It is charged that he has 
four wives. He isa native of Cambridge, is 
about 31 years old, intelligent and very 
good-looking.

A RELIALE REVIEW. 


Injury Done to the Crops by the Re- 
cent Frosts. 

CuicaGo, September 11.—The Farmers’ 
~ . . . 
Review, from very extended advices, will 
publish in to-morrow’s issue the following 
comment on the injury to the corn crop by 
the recent frosts. Frosts of greater or less 
severity have been experienced throughout 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, northern and North- 
eastern lowa, Northern Illinois and In- 
diana and the entire State of Michigan and 
are causing serious injury to late corn. This 
injury it is impossible at this writing to ac- 
curately determine. In all the territory vis- 
ited by frosts some fields were so fully ma- 
tured as to receive no damage. 
In many parts corn on the high grounds 
escaped injury, while that on the low 
grounds was severely cut. It will be safe, 
we think, to estimate the injury in the terri- 
tory named at 25 percent of the estimated 
crop. It may exceed this esti- 
mate. ‘Through out the same __terri- 
tory other minor crops, such as tobacco, 
hops, tomatoes and other tender garden 
vegetables, as wellas grapes, were greatly 
injured or utterly ruined. In Kunsas, 
Nebraska, Southern and Western Iowa, 
Southern Illinois and Indiana, and all other 
portions of the corn producing country no 
material injury is reported. 


FATAL POISONING. 


The Work of an Enraged Colored 
Woman—Mixed With Coffee. 

CAIRO, ILL., September 11.—Last nighia 
colored woman named Kate Colton, who, 
having a spite against Alf. Miller because 
he would net marry her, went to the house of 
Louis MetMurray, Miller’s father-in-law, and 
asked for a cup of coffee. Finding none made 
she volunteered to make a pot to get one her- 
self. She was granted permission. After mak- 
ingit she left the house and said she wouid re- 
turn soon for the cup. Not returning, the 
family finished cooking supper and sat down 
to eat. In ashort time they were all taken 
sick and one named Jerry Thompson died. 
His wife is very low and Alf Miller and 
Louis MeMurray are dangerously ill. Dr. 
Sultivan was called and pronounced that 
they all had been poisuned. Kate Colton is 
under arrest.

In Vermont grain of all kinds looks finely. 
We give the estimated yield of the principal

500, buck wheat 370,000. The season has Been 
favorable for the production of butter and 
cheese.

CLARENCE HITE. 

Confession of the Famous Member 

of the James Gang. 

How the Winston and Blue Cut Robberies 
were Planned and Executed—Frank 
James was Present on Both Occgsions— 
Conductor Westfall was Shot by Jesse. 


Svecial Telegram to the Post-Dispaich. 

KANSAS City, September 11.—In conse- 
sequence of the recent publication of Dick 
Liddell’s statement regarding the history of 
the James gang, Police Commissioner Craig 
has given out the confession of Clarence Hite, 
made to the officers at Jefferson City and 
which is published to-day. Clarence Hite, the 
youngest of the band, was captured in Ken- 
tucky.shortly after Liddells surrender. Being 
eonfronted by the evidence of his complicity 
in the Winsten and Biue Cut train robberies 
he pleaded guilty in the Daviess County 
Criminal Court and was sentenced to twenty- 
five years. This confessien was made before 
Gov. Crittenden, Commissioner Craig and 
Sheriff Timberiake of Clay County. Soon 
after Hite was incarcerated in the peniten- 
tiary, and before the death of Jesse James 
last Februarv, he was pardoned on account 
of failing heaith and died a few days after. 
He made a statement just before death, a re- 
port of which was published at the time, 
which corresponds substantially with that 
published to-day. This account of the move- 
ments of the gang during Hite’s connection 
with it corresponds in all the essential par- 
ticulars with Liddeil’s story and 
corroborates in detail all of Lid- 
deil’s testimony at Gallatin implicating 
Frank James in the Winston rebbery. It 
also accounts for Frank’s participation in 
the Blue Cut robbery as told by Liddell, and 
for which James is yet to be tried. Charley 
Ford took part in the Biue Cut, robbery and 
is expected to testify, as aiso will Liddell, 
when that case is heard. 


Hite’s Confession. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

Kansas City, September 11.—Clarence 
Hite’s confession has been given to the pub- 
lic by Police Commissioner Craig, in whose 
hands it has been since that worthy was par- 
doned from the penitentiary and was sent 
home todie. He says: 

I MET THE JAMES BOYS 
just aiter the war. My tirst act of lawless- 
ness was at Winston, Mo. I came to Mis- 
souriin May, 1881, Was with Jesse’s wife, 
who came from Nelson County, Ky. She was 
staying there at Donny Pence’s; he was 
Sheriff of the county. Frank was at Alex. 
sears’, and Jesse and Dick Liddell 
at Bob Hali’s. My .wife, Jesse’ = 
wife and her ‘two children came on to 
Kansas City. When we reached Kansas City 
we stopped at Charley McBride’s. I went 
over to Mrs. Samuels’, and she came vuver to 
see Jesse’s wife. I stayed over there for 
about one week, when Jesse and Diek Lid- 
delcame. They stayed there off and on 
until the last of July, 1881. The Winston 
train robbery was in Ju’y 15,1881, Frank 
arrived at Mrs. Samuels’ One week after 
Jesse and Dick did. No one came with 
Frank. Heremained there until the rob- 
bery. When the robbery was planned 
at Mrs. Samuels there were pfesent 
Jesse, Frank, Dick Liddel, my 
brother, Wood Hite and myself. We five 
were the only ones engaged in the robbery. 
I do not Know where imy brother is. I last 
saw him last November at home. His name 
is Robert Woots Hite. He left home with- 
out saying where he was going. We robbed 
the train about a month after the robbery 
was planned. We went there once before to 
dou it, but al! got wet, and 
JESSE CAUGHT THE TOOTH-ACHE 
out In the woods, and his face swelled up so 
that he could hardly see, and we 
gave it up for the time being. Jesse 
got a man who lived about 
a half mile from the Hannibal and St. Joe 
Road to take him to Hamilton in a buggy. 
Jesse took the train at Hamilton and came 
on to Kansas City. Frank helped him in the 
buggy. When the party first Jeft Mrs. 
Samuels, Jesse, Frank, Dick Lidde!! and my 
brother rode down to Ray County to Mrs. 
Bolton’s, and Icame on to Kansas City to 
get some newspapers and cartridges. J] got 
them and went down to Ray County to Mrs. 
Boiton’s. I got there one night and left the 
next morning for Richmond, Mo., and then 
left (for Plattsburg. ‘rank, Jesse, 
Dick and my brother went on to Gallatin. I 
went to Plattsburg to get a bill changed and 
there took the Rock Island train for Galla- 
tin. Weall went out into the woods and 
had atalk, They gor on their horses and 
went to Kidder and I got onthe ttain and 
wentthere. Il wentthere on the train be- 
cause I had no horse. When the party was 
at Mrs. Bolton’s her three children and 
Chas. F ord, Capt. Ford, Bob Ford and anoth- 
er Ford, a _ great big iellow, were 
there. Neither of the Fords nor 
Doctor Samuels nor his wife 
knew what was brewing. When the party 
was at Gallatin they stayed out in the 
woods. After Jesse was put onthe cars 1 
rode his horse and Frank and Dick lea my 
brother’s. We went down near Mirabile and 
went from there to Mrs. Samuels’. Dick and 
Frank went from there to Mrs. Bolton’s. My 
brother got on the train and 
WENT TO MRS. SAMUELS’ 

a week or so afterwards. Jesse wrote to 
John Samuels to bring his horse over to 
Kansas City. He (Samuels) did so 
the following Sunday. Hee received 
the letter the preceding Saturday. 
Jesse and his wife were keeping house in 
Kansas City. 1 went over to Kansas City on 
the Fourth of July, 1881—on the Monday 
after Samuels took the horse over. Jesse 
rode over to Mrs. Samuels’ on the night of 
July 4, and John Samue's returned that 
night. Jesse said he 

_ CROSSED ON THE FERRYBOAT 
at Kansas City. Hesaid he came by some 
Bewpenpes office and read the Garfield buille- 
tins. 

Here Hite stated that Jesse James pre- 
sented a watch to a prominent citizen, whose 
name, Mr. Craig stated, it was not necessary 
to mention, as it had nothing to do with the 
Winston robbery or the gang. 

_A few days after Jesse arrived at Mrs. 
Samuels’ Frank and Dick came up from Ray 
County. ‘They got there Wednesday. We 
all remained there about one week. Frank 
and Dick went back to Mrs. Bolton’s before 
R ing to Winston. They came baék again to 
Mrs. Samuels’ before going to Winston. 
When we started to Winston we left on the 
Sunday 1 before the robbery, abvut 8 
o'clock. Wewentabove Plattsburg about 
six miles the first night. A few miles from 
Mrs. Samuels’ we met a man _ *rid- 
ing a whitish horse, whom Jesse said 
he knew. He said his name was Pence. We 
arrived at a point above Plattsburg at day- 
light. We laid down in the wouds and went 
to sleep; sleeping until about sunrise. We 
then crossed the k Island road and went 
close to a little town, and Dick apd myself 
went in and bought 

SOME CANDY AND 8TUFF, 

Dick had a shoe put on his horse, This was 
Monday morning. The rest went on outside 
of town and stopped, We next went through 
the. edge of Cameron, and Frank, my brother 
and myself went on up to an oat field; 


- 


puiled down some shocks and laid down, 
while Jesse and Dick went into town and 
bought some sausage and looked at the Rock 
Island train. We three slept until daylight. 
Jesse and Dick came and waked us up about 
11 o’clock, and went past us down into the 
woods. We then went on éloser to Cameron 
and stayed in the woods till late in the even- 
ing, then went on to Winston. Frank and 
myself went on through Winston and the 
rest Came afterwards. We. all went down 
into some woods below Winston that night. 
Tuesday Frank and myself went back to 
Winston and got something to eat. 
went back then to where the rest were and I 
slept till morning. Frank: and myself then 
went above Winston, about five miles north- 
east, and had our horses shod. We all then 
weut up near Cameron, intending to rob the 
train there, but there were too many people got 
op and we went back in the woods and slept 
all the night of the 15th. Gotup before sun- 
rise the 14th. We went to Gallatin that 
night. We intended to reb the train 
at Gallatin, but we hitehed our horses 
too far away andthe train passed. 
Thursday night we slept in the woods 
near Gallatin, Friday morning we got up 
about 9 o’clock, - Frank and myself went to- 
gether. Jesse and my Drother went together 
and Dick by himself. We went to Winston 
Thursday night. . We staid about one and a 
haif miles from-Gallatin. Got to Winston 
about sundown, Went mato town after hitch- 
ing our horses about three-quarters of a mile 
outin the woods east of Winston. ‘The 
horses were hitched on the south side of the 
road. We were at Winston when the train 
came along. 

JESSE WAS OUR CAPTAIN, 
Our stations were as yh Jesse and 
my brother got on the front platform of the 
express car. The understanding was that 
Dick and I, as seon as Jesse or Frank should 
pull the bell rope, were to ciimb over the 
coal tender and pull downon the engineer 
and fireman and make them obey orders. As 
soon as they rang the bell, which was before 
we reached the bridge, we climbed over the 
coal and made them stop the train. ‘The un- 
derstanding was that we were to stop the 
train any time before reaching the bridge. 
Jesse, Frank and Wood were to go in and 
rob the cars at the first stoppage. Frank 
ran round to the side and seized the 
baggageman by the leg and pulled him out 
of the car. They then commenced firing 
into the car and the expressman opened the 
doors. ‘hey went in and robbed the car. 
All this took about half an hour. We got 
$126 and some cents apiece. Jesse sald the 
conductor started to draw his pistol and 
he—Jesse—told him if he drew it he woud 
kiilhim. He did not desist and, was shot. 
Jesse did not know the conductor. ‘Lhere is 
no truth in the stery that 

JESSE KILLED HIM, 

beeause he had carried Pinkerton’s detec- 
tives out to his mother’s, Mrs. Samueis, 
house. ‘The stonémason was shot accident- 
ally.” 

Then follows tbe history of the retreat 
from Winston: 

“We divided the plunder the next 
ing after the robbery, in the iittie 
wood before spoken of. Jesse said 
he was sorry he had kilied the conduc- 
tor, but when he learned that he had brought 
the train t) Mrs. Samuels’ (this means the 
time of the expiosion which shattered Mrs, 
Samuels’ arm so severely years ago) he said 
he was glad of it.

The Exchange doors will be 
opened at 2:30,and the session will close at 3 
Dp. m——The export clearances from seaboard 
ports for Europe, from July 1 to September 1,were 
10,525,370 bushels this year, against 26,133,249 
bushels same time last year.——A late issue of.a 
New, York commercial paper says that cash wheat 
varies but little in price. “Exporters stand off, 
and receipts have to be taken care of by the local 
millers<and speculators, most of the grain still 
going in store to be banked against.”——The 
stock of grain in Brooklyn elevaturs is so large 
that a considerable amount of corn and oats has 
been floated to relieve the glut.——Chicago stocks, 
last evening, were 5,822,873 bushels wheat, 2.270,- 
198 busheis corn. 623,336 bushels oats, 579,207 
bushels rye and 22,256 bushels barley. Compared 
with September 3 these figures show increases of 
531,000 bushels in wheat, 142,000 bushels in corn, 
20,000 bushels in Oats and 42,000 bushels in rye;

Early public cables reported wheat 
as firm and heid for an advance, and wheat to ar- 
rive as 6d higher, but later and private 
advices stated that wheat was weak. owing 
tO heavy shipments and no progress 
being made in making sales. Stil: later caples 
gave the decline as 1 shilling. There was no 
strength shown by the seaboard markets, and 
Chicago and Toledo beth declined considérably. 
Locally there was a pressure to sell that did not 
meet enough demand to help the market any, and 
the consequence was a pretty steady weakening 
off until late: then the recovery in corn 
stiffened the feeling some. The 
close, however, showed declines of 
114,@1%,c from yesterday’s ciose. The boom in 
corn seems to have evaporated. The weather 
was milder here, in Chicago and throughout the 
Western country. Reports from the corn sec- 
tious did not confirm the numerous damage re- 
ports that were received yesterday. There were 
large selling orders received here, principally 
from country points, and local. operators were 
more disposed to sell than they have been. The 
movement from the country continued large, the 
receipts in Chicygo alone being 888 cars and 33.,- 
000 bu.

OUR CUSTOM HOUSES. 

From a tabulated statement of the receipts 
and costs of collection of the customs reve- | 
nue it appears that out of #130 districts there 
are 29 in which it eosts more than a dollar to 
collect a dollar. In Atlanta, Ga., the mag- 
nificent sum of $21 was collected by the he- 
roic expenditure of $1,068, the proportion of 
collections to expenses being as 1. to 50, At 
St. Angustine, Florida, our model Govern- 
ment collected $133, and did not allow its re- 
joicing over this sudden wealth to be dis- 
turbed by the reflection that it cost the peo- 
ple of this country $2,228 to collect it. At 
York, Me., the Government took in $34 and 
paid out $312. 

What does this mean? It means waste, 
fraud, extravagance, patronage, spoils and 
corruption. 

W hat sense or honesty is there in spending 
a quarter ofa million dollars annually on 
the New Orleans custom house, which col- 
lects only two millions? 

What do we mean by keeping up a Custom 
House at Brazos in Texas on. the present 
scale? That custom house coliects $52,574 
and spends $52,064 to collect it. 

The rule seems to be in the small custom 
houses that no matter what the receipts may 
be the expenses must be pushed up to the 
same figure. If a custom house collects a 
thousand dollars they make a place fur some 
striker at a thousand dollars a year; if it 
collects ten thousand dollars they get up a 
ten thousand doliar pay roll. The tabulated 
statement of receipts and expenses is enough 
of itself to convict the Government of imbe- 4 
cility. 


THE PHILLIPS CASE. 

The Republican makes a quibbljing effort 
to defend Judge PHiLuips’ conduct in ap- 
pearing as counsel for FRANK JAMES, when 
the statutes make ita misdemeanor in office 
for any judge of a court of record to practice 
law, excepting only County Court Judges. 
The Republican begs the question thus: 

He is in no sense a judge and exercises none of 
the functions of the judicial office. He has Bo 
voice in any decision of any court. The power to 
render a judgmentis of tne very essence of the 
Judicial office. It is palpable, therefore, that Mr. 
PHILLIPS’ appearance as counsel in any case 
does not affect the judiciary. ‘The constitutional- 
ity of the law establishing a commission rested on 
the fact that the functions of the commissioners 
were not judicial, and that no new tribunal, or ad- 
ditional judges of auy then existing, would be 
created by it. 

It is true that the number of Supreme 
Court Judges could not be increased without 
amending the Constitution, which would 
have taken years when the Court was al- 
ready far behind with its business. It is 
also true that the statute creating 
the Supreme Court Commission was 
carefully drawn with a view of evad- 
ing the constitutional restriction upon 
the number of judges, and hence the 
pretense of calling the additional judges 
by the title of Cummissioners, and other- 
wise distinguishing between them and the 
regularly appointed Judges. 

But it is also true that these Commission- 
ers were appointed to render strictly judicial 
services which the Supreme Court, for lack 
of Judges, could not perforin. The help the 
court asked for was strictly in the line of its 
judicial duties, labors and responsibilities. 
It did not ask for clerks or bailiffs. It com- 
plained that the berch was not strong 
enough to perform ail the judicial work de- 
volved uponit. In providing for the ap- 
pointment and pay of three additional men 
to do this judicial work, the act required 
that they should have the same professional 
qualifications as Judges of the Supreme 
Court, and should examine and decide such 
cases as might be referred to them by that 
body, their decisions to stand as the decis- 
ions of the Supreme Court, unless it should 
choose to review the work and reverse 
the decisions of the Commission. As the 
Commission was created to relieve the Su- 
preme Court, it is plain that the cases re- 
ferred to the Commissioners will be decided 
by them, or else that the relief they afford to 
the court will be no relief at all. 

If Hon. JonHn F. Putcuipsis not drawing a 
liberal salary from the State Treasury for 
performing a part of the judicial labor of 
the Supreme Court, then he is drawing that 
salary for doing nothing, The reason of the 
statute forbidding judges to practice law ap- 
plies to him with as much force as to any 
judge on the bench, and with peculiar force 
iu this JAMES case, where he arrayed the 
prestige and influence of the Supreme Court 
over judge and jury on the side ofthe pris- 
oner and against the prosecuting attorney.

MAHONE’S WATERLOO, 

Not long ago the Virginia Readjusters 
were firing big guns overa decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, and the Fund- 
ers seemed to be left without a leg to stand 
on. But now comes Judge Bonn, of the 
United States Circuit Court, with a decision 
which puts the Funders on their feet again» 
plays havoc with the Readjuster enactments 
and threatens the Readjuster administration 
of the State with a siege of troubles. 

By the Funding act of 1871 Virginia com- 
promised with her creditors, exchanging 
about twenty million dollars of new bonds 
for thirty mi llion dollars of old ones, and 
provided thatthe Interest coupons of the 
new bonds should be legal tender for “all 
taxes, debts, dues and demands due 
the State.” The Readjusters§ aitacked 
this settlement as unfair and  oner. 
ous. ‘They contended that, according 
to all interdational rules and precedents, 
the partition of Virginia partitioned her 
debt; that it was worally aud legally right 
for her to repudiate West Virginia’s just 
proportion of the old State debt. They finally 
coalesced with the Republicans and got into 
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holders a readjustment much more favera- 
bie to tax-payers. In 18s2 they succeeded in 
enacting a law which, after alleging that spu- 
rious bonds apd coupons were in existence, 
prohibited treasurers and col'ectors from re~ 
ceiving any one of the 1871 coupons until its 
genuineness had been established by the 
holder in a court of law. The Funders and 
bond-holders denounced this as an unconsti- 
tutiona! law, impairing the obligation of a 
contract, and also practically repudiating 
the consideration for which the debt had 
been scaled. But in a case which was 
taken up, the United States Supreme 
Court held that, as the new law, 
while destroying the remedy by man- 
damus, substituted another instead, it 
was not unconstitutional, The Court, how- 
ever, took care to state that its decision went 
no further, and that it was not deciding the 
question “whether the tax-collector is bound 
to receive the coupons notwithstanding this 
legislation.” 

Upon this hint another proceeding was 
begun inthe United States Circuft Court, 
and Judge Bonp has decided that the cou- 
pons area legal tender for all taxes and 
debts due the State, and that if the State of- 
ficers refuse to receive them no levy can be 


he has offered to pay in coupons. It is be- 
lieved that this decision will be sustained by 
the Supreme Court, because the latter, in the 
former case, intimated that the State’s con- 
tract with the pondholders was inviolable, 
and that the tax-collectors who refused to 
receive these coupons must do so at their 
own risk. 

The immediate and inevitable effect of 
this decision is to involve Gov. CAMERON 
and his Readjuster Legislature in manifold 
financial embarrassments for which they are 
wholly unprepared. It knocks their S'ate 
platform into smithereens, and leaves little 
BinLy MANWONE with his toy balloon col- 
lapsed, and no means of descending grace- 
fully from his bad eminence.

AN EAGLUW’S EYRIK, 


Daring Adventure of a Shetland Island 
Cragsman, 
From tne Pall Mall Gazette. 

Sea eagles were formerly common in Shet- 
land, but.through trapping and shooting 
these noble birds are now nearly extinct on 
these northern isles. Within the last three 
years a pair has established an eyrie in the 
cleft of a great sandstone sea cliff, known as 
the Bard of Bressay, forming the southmest 
point of the Island of Bressay, the Island 
east of the mainland which ijandiocks Ler- 
wick harbor. On the east side the ciiffs rise 
sheer ont of the sea toa height of 40¢ or 500 
feet. The depredations of the eagies on the 
farins upon bressay and the adjacent main- 
land this year have been extensive. The 
hungry eaglets required to be fed, and al- 
most daily lambs were misse: frem the 
fields. ‘To putastop to this plundering, a 
project was formed to rob the nest, anda 
daring young ¢cragsman—a leader in hazard- 
ous adventures—undertook to do so upon 
the first convenient opportunity. 

The risk was great, for besides the peril of 
the descent and the ascent, there wasa 
chance for a fight with the parent birds. ‘The 
eyrie could oniy be seen by the aid of a glass 
Irom a cliff on the north side, A considerabie 
way dow the cliff isa large protruding 
bossage—something in the shape. of an orie! 
Window, with a great cieftin the middie of 
it. In the cleft the nest was built. The ex- 
act distance of the nest down the cliff was 
lirst uscertained. By means of a reel of 
thread, with a small weight at the end, the 
measurement was found to be tifteen fau- 
thoms, or about ninety feet. With two as- 
Sistants the cragsian very early one morn- 
ing shortly alterwards crossed the Sound of 
Bressay inaboat. The top of the ‘Bard’ 
Was attained about 3 o’ciock. A stout oaken 
Stake having been driven firmly into the 
ground, through an “eye” at the top of if, 
one end of a strong manilia two-inch rope 
Was passed. ‘lhe young climber (says the 
account in the Seotchman, from whicn the 
narrative is taken) made this epd secure 
around the body, wiile his assistants 
grasped the rope on the other side of the 
“eye.” Hehad taken off ail superfluous 
clothing, and wore a pair of thin goloshes. 
ln a beit around his waist he hada six- 
chambered revolver. Over his shouider 
Was siung his fishing-basket. Going over 
the brink of the cliff he partiatiy climbed 
down, so as to take the strain as much as 
possible off the rope. When he got to the 
‘pound,’ as the place where the eyrie is built 
is locaily kuown, he found that tortune had 
favored him in this—that neither of the old 
birds was at home; but at the same time he 
found that it would be a difficult matter to 
get at the nest. Immediately above the 
“pond” wasagreat jedge of rock which 
completely overtiung the eyrie: so that the 
cragsman, suspended in the air on the same 
ievel as the nest, found himseif still ten or 
tweive feet from it. tte at once signaled to 
those above to be hauled up to the ledge; 
and, tiiat having been done, he cautiousiy 
Clinsbed down its face, which had a sharp 
inward siope, until he got upon the samerun 
of strata as thatupon which the nest Was 
built. By foliowing an open seain just wide 
enough to admit his fingers he managed at 
jast to scramble into the ‘‘pond,”’ where pro- 
bably human foot had never been set be- 
fore. Inthe rocky chamber in which he 
now found himself he couid hardly stand up- 
right; he therefore went around on his 
knees to the back of the nest. ‘There were 
two pretty eagiets in the eyrie; aud wien 
they saw the strange intruder they buried 
their heads beiow the wooily lining of the 
nest, abd remained perfectly stil. Ou tifting 
the eaglets out oi the best, though oniva 
fortnight old, they were so larze and. well 
grown tiat only oue would go into the fish- 
Ing-basket. The cragsman was considering 
how he cuuld get the other to the top of the 
cliff, when a warning shout from above told 
hima that one of the old birds was approach- 
ing. It was the female bird, which appar- 
entiy was determined to show fight In de- 
feuse of her young. She came through the 
air straight for theeyrie, likea “flash of 
lightning’ so that the cragsman had barely 
time to throw hiwseif on his back into the 
deepest recess of the “‘pond,” aud to draw 
bis revolver, when the infuriated eagle was 
upon him. She made one tremendous and 
unsuccessful swoop at him with her talons 
and beak, and simuiianeously he pulled the 
trigger of his revolver.

RUINING THE STREETS. 


A Pine Street Property Owner Makes 
a Weil-Founded Complaint. 


A well-Known property owner on Pine 
street watched a heavy coal wagon as it 
labored up the street and disappeared to- 
wards the west. ‘*That is a shame,” said he 
to a Post-DISPATCH reporter. ‘*More than 
that, it isa direct violation of Jaw, yet the 
Locust 
street from Fourteenth street to Ware ave- 
nue, Pine street from Seventeenth street to 


Grand avenue, and as a continuation of 
these two streets, Lindell avenue from 
Grand avenue to the Kings highway, are 
now being remoddeled, ‘They are being re- 
builé of a composition which renders 
them as smooth as a floor and. as 
easy to ride over. But itis not adapted to 
heavy draying. The design of these three 
Streets is to furnish easy driving boulevards, 
connecting the city with the western syst-m 
of parks. St. Louis has been fretting and 
stewing for years over its miserable drives, 
and yet now that sheis having reconstructed 
these _ streets that should be a 
pride to her citizens, such parts 
thereof as have been completed, are being 
ruined by the heavy traffic to which they are 
already subjected. 

The Municipal Assembly has passed an 
ordinance providing that these streets shal! 
be usec for light driving and prohibiting 
heavy hauling thereon, except for a distance 
of one block, When necessary. 

There exists aiso an ordinance against fast 
driving upon the public streets, wiich is be- 
ing daily violated on the streets mentioned. 

As immense sums of money have been ex- 
peuded, and are being expended, upon these 
streets for the purpose of furnishing to all 
St. Louis and its visitors beautiful Dboule- 
vards upon which to drive, is it not time 
that the haulers of heavy “goods, wares and 
merchaudise” refrain from using and de- 
Stroying such streets, aud that the “bloods’’ 
of St. Lonis made to select other courses 
for their racing.
